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ſame regular diſpoſition of parts, the ſame ten- 
deney to one point, are required in a complete 
epigram as in an epic poem. | 

But however, though there is, friftly ſpeak- 
ing, but one ſpecies of true wit; and that 
muſt be eſteemed the moſt perfect kind of 
epigrams, where ſimplicity and juſtnefs of 
thought prevail z yet it muſt be granted like- 
wiſe, that there are many (perhaps the greateſh 
number of epigrams both ancient and modern) 
which give us great pleaſure upon leſs rigid 
principles.
